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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/18/05 are not persuasive with respect to claims 1-13 and 15-55. Applicant argues 
that the applied prior art does not teach the limitation of the claimed invention, especially controlling torque of the motor subsequent to 
splicing. As indicated before, Mochizuki explains that the electromagnetic clutch driving the roll is controlled so that torque may arise.
